2. Citations and explanations 

Reference is made to the following documents cited 
in the search report:

A crown cap is known from Dl which is made in the 
form of a castellated cap on the outer surface of whose 
end is arranged a disc, performing the function of a snap 
off tab,, that does not protrude beyond the dimensions of 
said cap and is connected with the cap face by a rivet. 
The tab has a through opening. A weakened line is made on 
the cap, which begins on the outer generatrix of the cap 
and forms a detachable strip with an aperture for the 
rivet. On the surface of the cap face is at least one 
projection comprised in the through opening on the disc 
and adjoining the edge thereof. 

A crown cap is known from D2, made in the form of a 
castellated cap on whose face as part thereof is formed a 
rounded tab, that can be separated from the face along an 
unclosed outer generatrix which is smoothly connected by 
its ends with the weakened lines, which do not intersect, 
and one of which terminates on the outer generatrix of the 
castellated cap, forming a detachable strip with a width 
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no greater than the width of the greatest transverse 
dimension of the tab. A round elastic gasket is installed 
inside the cap over the diameter of the throat of the 
bottle to be capped, an additional round rigid gasket 
being installed inside the castellated cap before the 
elastic gasket over the diameter of the throat of the 
bottle to be capped, both gaskets being disc-shaped, and 
the tab being separated from the end of the castellated 
cap by a through slit passing along the unclosed outer 
generatrix. 

Dl is the prior art closest to the crown cap 
disclosed in independent claims 1, 4 and 8. 

The crown cap according to claims 1 and 4 differs 
from the crown cap known from Dl in that from start to end 
of the weakened line the arc of the detachable strip is no 
longer than n/2radians. 

The crown cap according to claim 8 differs from the 
crown cap known from Dl in that from start to end of the 
weakened line the arc of the detachable strip is no longer 
than n/2radians, and the through opening is made annular, 
unclosed, and symmetrical relative to the diametrical axis 
of the round disc, and the rivet hole is arranged on this 
diametrical axis in such a way that it is located in the 
segment of the round disc in which the through annular 
opening is not comprised. 

Therefore, independent claims 1, 4 and 8 and 
respectively dependent thereon claims 1, 3, 5-7 and 8-16 
meet the requirement of novelty. 

D2 is the prior art closest to the crown cap 
according to independent claims 17 and 23. 

The crown cap according to claim 17 differs from the 
crown cap known from D2 in that the rounded tab is made 
with a rounded through opening, and both the above- 
mentioned gaskets are made with a recess opposite the 
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through opening. 

The crown cap according to claim 23 differs from the 
crown cap known from D2 in that the tab is made with a 
rounded finger-fitting opening, the strip with tab is made 
in such a way that it engages with the outer generatrix of 
the lateral wall of the cap and is bent in such a way that 
part of the strip is situated on the outer surface of the 
lateral wall, and the other part of the strip together 
with the tab is situated on the outer surface of the cap 
face, two weakened lines being made on the cap, which 
begin in the spots that the strip engages with the outer 
generatrix of the castellated wall, forming a detachable 
band. It also differs in the embodiment of the disc- 
shaped recess on the face of the cap, whose outer diameter 
coincides with the centre of the circumference of the cap 
face, and is no greater than the inner diameter of the 
throat of the bottle to be capped and no less than the 
diameter of the circumference describing the outer 
generatrix of the tab, the tab lying on the outer surface 
of the cap face where the disc-shaped recess is located 
and not protruding in plane beyond the outer dimensions of 
the disc-shaped recess. 

Therefore independent claim 17 and 23 and also their 
respectively dependent claims 18-22 and 24-34 meet the 
requirement of novelty. 

Some of the distinguishing features of independent 
claim 23 are known from D3, namely a tab embodied with a 
strip that forms a weakened line that is situated on the 
outer surface of the lateral wall of the cap, and the 
other part, together with the tab on the outer surface of 
the cap face, the tab being made with a finger-fitting 
opening, a disc-shaped recess being embodied on the face 
of the cap, the tab being situated on the outer surface of ' 
the cap face where the disc-shaped recess is located and 
not projecting in plan view beyond the outer dimensions of 
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the disc-shaped recess. However, it is not known from the 
prior art to make a disc-shaped opening whose outer 
diameter, or whose diameter describing a circumference 
with a centre coinciding with the centre of the 
castellated cap face, is no greater than the inner 
diameter of the throat of the bottle to be capped and no 
less than the diameter describing the circumference, of the 
outer generatrix of the tab. 

The above-mentioned distinguishing features of 
independent claims 1, 4, 8, 17 and 23 are not known and 
not obvious from the prior art. They make the claimed 
invention more convenient and safer to use, and reduce the 
probability of crown caps opening spontaneously, although 
they open easily, and of capped bottles interlocking 
during transport and storage. Therefore, claims 1-34 meet 
the requirement of inventive step.
